McGill U nion Presidency. 



Prof. George H. Kimble arrived 
in Montreal yesterday to take up 
his duties at McGill as the first 
professor and chairman ot the new 
Department of Geography. Former- 
ly • professor of geography at 
Reading University, near London, 
he joined the Royal Navy and at- 
tained the rank ot lieutenant-com- 
mander. While In the navy, he was 
engaged In working out weather 
data for various allied invasions, 
and was released when his work 
was completed. 

Prof. Kimble, at the age of 37. 
is one of the leading geographers 
of England and is reported to be 
a gifted teacher. He is especially 
well known for his scholarship in 
medieval geography and in trans- 
ocean discoveries. 

Together with other experts of 
the Royal Navy, he worked out 
weather maps for allied invasions, 
including the invasion of Norman- 
dy: and he disclosed that this lat- 
ter job entailed .checking on Nor- 
mandy weather charts for the last 
20 years. While with the Navy, he 
went on a forty thousand mile 
world trip by air on meteorological 
studies, passing through Canada 
at one stage of the trip. 

He received tils early education 
at Eastbourne Grammar School, 
and continued his studies at King's

Arts and Crafts will meet tonight 
at 7J0 p.m. in room 105 of R.V.C. 
for instruction in weaving. 

Weaving classes have at their dis- 
posal two heddle looms, honey-comb 
looms, a weaving cradle and vari- 
ous other tools- Materials are sup- 
plied at price cost such as the 
brightly colored yarns .used for 
luncheon sets, rugs, mats and 
scarves. Wools are dittieull to ob- 
tain but many odd skeins can' be 
procured by unraveling old sweaters 
and only four ounces of wool are 
needed to make' such things as ski 
belts, ski braces, squares for quilts, 
and odd pocketbooks. 

Expenses involved include a fif- 
ty cent registration fee and .ten 
cents an hour while working to 
cover the cost of tools. Individual 
instruction Is provided and the 
classes arc not too full to make 
room for more students who may 
have wanted to come and who 
could not be admitted before, it 
was announced. / 

The Art Committee wishes to re- 
mind students that this is a won- 
derful opportunity for all those 
who are creative or who like to 
do work with their bands and it 
states that the classes arc comple- 
tely informal and a lot of fun is !o 
be had from participation. 

The Handicraft program was or- 
ganized to meet the lack of such 
instruction at McGill and if it 
proves a success this year, classes 
will be held again next year.

Polish Democracy 
Tôpic of Address 

Prof. Oscar Halecki 
Speaks to Students 
In Moyse Hall Today 

Foundation of Polish Democracy, 
is the topic of address to be deliv- 
ered by Professor Oscar Halecki to- 
morrow at 11 o'clock noon in Moyse 
Hall, announced the departments ot 
History, Sociology, and Economics. 

Born In Vienna in 1891, Profes- 
sor Halecki - was educated at the 
University ot Vienna, and securjcd 
the degree of Ph.D. from the Jagel- 
lonian University at Cracow, in 
1913. rrom 1616 to 1918, be lectur- 
ed in history in Cracow, and in the 
latter year was appointed Profes- 
sor of History in the University of 
■Warsaw, a position he held until the 
outbreak ot the present war. EVom 
the years 1931 to 1939, he was Pro- 
fessor of International Relations in 
the Warsaw School of Political 
Science, while in 1920-21, and again 
in. 1930-31, he was Dean of the 
Faculty ot Arts at the University. 

He was elected a member it the 
Polish Academy in 1929, and cunc 
over to the United States as a vi- 
siting professor en the Kosciusko 
Foundation. After >the capitulation 
of Poland he became the first Pre- 
sident of the Polish University in 
Exile, established in Paris. 1940 
marked the year of his return to 
the United States, where he was 
chosen Director ot the Polish In

Two of Canada's most prominent citizens 
will address the student body at tliis weekend's 
conference on post-war reconstruction. Botli 
are^ recognized experts in the main topics on 
which the atudente intend to present their views 
and plans. They, are both, intimately,, associated 
xrilh posi-war reconstrucUbn' in Canada and for 
the world generally, so that what they will have 
to say cannot fail to have an important bearing 
and influence on the final reports of the con- 
ference committees. 

The students who have actively participated 
in the preliminary work of the conference have 
acquired a familiarity with the general subject 
of post-war reconstruction, ns well as witli ita 
specific phases, which will stand them in excel- 
lent stead— from the point of view of under- 
standing and criticising— when the Hon. C. D. 
Howe and Mr. E. J. Fhelan discuss these things. 
Some of the same critical experience and aware- 
ness of the problems to be treated must also 
have reached the rest of the siudenls of McGill, 
so that the speakers will not find themselves 
in the position of having to impart knowUdge 
from scratch. 

Thus both of the conference's pests will 
have ample opportunity to emphasize the prac- 
tical aspects of post-war reconstruction, as they 
are seen by the men who must accomplish what- 
ever improvements and changes arc generally 
felt necessary. 

A cursory survey of the Hon. C. D. Howe's 
background gives a good idea of the kind of 
experienced discussion which can be expected 
from, him at the conference. He is a science 
graduate from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and bas taught several years in the 
Engineering Faculty of Dalhousie University. 
Having had experience in engineering with 
many firms in both Canada and the United 
States, he finally established his own firm, C. 
D. Howe and Company, at Port Arthur, On- 
tario. 

His occupancy of ministerial posts began 
with his election to the House of Commons in 
1935, since when he has been Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals, Minister of MariherMinister 
of Transport,' and Minister of Munitions and 
Supply with authority over the War Supply 
Board, so that he has had to assume the respon- 
sibility for British purchasing in Canada. With 
the latest shift in the cabinet, he has become 
Minister of Reconstruction. 

From theUbn. Howe's address on Saturday, 
students— the outside world will be listening in 
—should hear a direct statement of how exper- 
ienced leaders see Canada's post-war problems, 
and more important, how they are to be solved. 
We shall see methods for matching our ideals 
and plans with those of the government, and we 
shall 'more clearly see the failings and achieve- 
ments of both. 

Mr. E. J. Phelan, the other speaker, is now 
head of the International Labor Organization; 
it is as an expert on the post-war plans for labor, 
both Canadian and international, that he will 
treat of reconstruction. 

Mr. Phelan's interests and activities have 
also been varied. An advocate in a local law 
firm, he, has been Director of the North Ameri- 
can Accident Insurance Company, and of the 
Montreal City and District Savings Bank. 
These have not prevented him from taldng such 
a great part in local education that he has been 
President of the Catholic School Board of 
Wcstmount since 1920. His discussion on Satur- 
day will center around the problems of setting 
up international organisations. How important 
this is in the general report of the conference 
committees may be seen from the fact that those 
groups who do not deal specifically with inter- 
national affairs, have without exception treated 
their subdivisions of the general subjects' so as 
to include all their international aspects almost 
as thoroughly as their more Canadian ones. 

The conference, from the very beginning, has 
been most seriously handled by all concerned, 
and there has been every effort to obtain a 
reasonable and practical background for all the 
opinions expressed in the final report. Nothing

INTO THE BLUE 

Being The Story of Avu^on 

By Hdmuth Olt 

Jj^lt^eoyler^Than Air Craft 



Heavier than^lr]r«iftTire 'ofliwo 
types — firstly those who depend 
upon an outside source of power to 
achieve flight, and secondly those 
who are able to fly, or rather soar, 
in virtue of certain fundamental 
aerodynamical properties without 
the necessity of this outside power. 
Under the first type we group all 
those motor driven planes, whether 
ornlthopters, helicopters, autogyros. 
Jet-ifeàetiôn or the plain propeller 
type. Under the; second type we 
generally group gliders, kites, and 
possibly parachutes. 

It Is interesting to Investigate 
the conditions iinder which these 
various typu ot planesj^are able 
to overcome the gravitatloiÀal at- 
traction of the earth and to achieve 
a forward displacement. The para- 
chute is the only one with a total 
absence of directional apparatus al- 
though a slight measure ot control 
may be obtained by the descending 
aviator pulling on certain shrouds 
and spilling the air out in the op- 
posite direction from which he de- 
sires to go. 

Most of the hitherto designed 
aeroplanes take advantage of the 
resistance of the air acting on ob- 
lique, moving planes to produce the 
required lift. At a simple illustra- 
tion the example of the kite nuy 
be taken, where the moving air 
strikes the inclined surface of the 
kite and the lift obtained is a 
measure ot the vertical component 
of the resultant thrust on the kite 
surface. In the case of the propeller 
type plane, the rotation of the air 
■crew produces a relative air-move- 
ment the slip stream, which in act- 
ing on the inclined wing produces 
the thrust upwards. TUs is assisted 
by the formation of a vacuum on 
the uiiper surface, of the wing as a 
result of its specially designed 
aerodynamical shape. 

In the case of the glider, addition- 
al advantage is taken of prevailing 
air movements such as exist on the 
slopes of mountains or over un- 
equally heated land areas, . whldi 
enable, the glider to gain, altitude 
and produce the condition of flight 
generally known as "soaring". 

If we now, however, consider Jet 
or rocket propelled planes we are 
faced with entirely different condi- 
tions. The. forward thrust ot the 
rocket is equal to the -backwards 
thrust of the escaping -gases and 
hence its displacement, unlike that 
of the aeroplane, is not dependent 
upon the resistance of the air but is 
rather a function of the man and 
veloel^ of the gases formed by ex- 
plosion In its Interior. This at 
once leads us to the observation 



that the travel of the rocket is not 
dependent upon the air, in the 
atmosphere and that it could there- 
fore successfully operate in the 
emptiness of outer space; however, 
the types of rocket planes 'so far 
constructed take advantage ot this 
ability only intermittently and 
hence are furnished with wings on 
which they glide once their rocket 
apparatus is shut off. * 

The difference existing between 
Jet and rocket propelled craft it 
mainly that the latter carry in 
themselves the necessary compounds 
to produce chemical reaction explo- 
sion while the former utilize 
oxygen provided by the atmosphere 
which is compressed, mixed with 
the fuel, and only then exployed. 
As a result, the Jet-propelled craft 
are confined to altitudes where the 
atmosphere iB''siiifOelently rich to 
produce the necessary explosive in 
gredient while the rocket-propelled 
craft have no such limitatloni. 

Very Illustrative of this are the 
advances made by current German 
aviation. Apart from the Jet and 
rocket propelled Messerschmitts rS' 
ecntly put Into, action over the 
Western Front with their tremen' 
dously high velocities in the neigh 
bourhood of the speed of sourtd, the 
development of V-weapons has pav 
ed the road for major post-war re 
search.. 

The dlfficuItlH in the construc- 
tion of Jet or rocket units are main' 
ly two-fold: firstly, the development 
of a sufficiently strong heat resist- 
ing metal whicfai when employed in 
the turbine or nozzle ot the unit is 
not only able to stand the terrific 
heat produced but also the tremen 
dout mechanical strain on the 
motor; secondly the development of 
fuel with an energy content much 
superior to that of present fuels. In 
the case of . UtejietaU atlbn ' weapon 
V-2, this haa^^Mn^ehieved by a 
mixture of oxygen and alcohol but 
it is very doubtful whether this is 
economical for sustained flights. 
Tht duration of the power, flight of 
the V-2 is only one second in which 
it rises over a mile and consumes 
about eight tons of fuel. 

In the case ot interplanetary 
flight this would necessitate the 
construction of gigantic rockets in 
order to carry fuel for the five to 
ten minute jwwer flights which it 
would require to take it out of the 
major gravitational pull of the 
earth, besides being obliged to take 
the necessary fuel along lor a suc- 
cessful return voyage. Hence the in- 
vention of a new fuel is eageriy 
awaited,' and probably the unhar< 
nesting of atomic energy will pro. 
vide the necessary power source.

Meet 'The Basketball Wizard' 



Hank Luisetti Was Greatest of All Hoopsters 
Claims Purdue Cage Coackin Esqaire Article 



Ward Lambert, Purdue cage 
coach, referred to Hank Luisetti in 
a recent Esquire article as a 
rBasketball Wizard', and this flatter- 
Ing title is none too exaggerated. 
. for, the former Stanford star. 

Once every generation sport pro- 
duces individuals whose names will 
live as long aa the world reads 
sports pages and thrills to the sight 
of a perfect athlete performing as 
only' he can. 

Baseball labored and bred its 
Babe Rutli, football its Red Grange, 
.golf its Jones, tennis its Tllden, 
swimming its Weissmuller. Voxing 
its Dempsey— and when they had 
passed along, those sports came up 
with Joe DlMaggio. Sammy Baugh, 
Byron Nelson, Don Budge, BUI 
Smith and Joe Louis. 

Team Players 
.The basketball wizard of this 
generation was a long, lanky San 
Frajidsco Italian named Angelo 
Luisetti, and called Hank. He was 
the answer to a coach's dream. He 
could do almost incomparable 
things with a basketball, but— and 
fU» k Impodrtant in Ufa as well as 



basketball— he was a superb team 
player. , 

In the heat of one of his peak 
games at Stanford, while the crowd 
wrat wild with his uncanny shoot- 
ing, he called time out His team- 
mates had been tossing every shot 
to him. 

"Listen, fellows," he barked, "this 
isn't basketball. You'tt 'feeding* 
me too much. Come on now, let's 
use our heads and play the game 
the way it ought to be playcdl" 

Another time, in a game on the 
Pacific Coast, he missed six shots 
in a row— shots that brought a gasp 
from the crowd because they were 
so heartbreaktngly close. Hank 
rushed over to the bench where his 
coach, John Bunn. was sitting. 

"Take me out, Fm terrible," he 
begged. Bunn took him out, rested 
him for a few minutes, and sent 
him baclc into' a fray. Hank scored 
ten points to help lead his team to 
victory. 

Helped Spread Game 

Six-foot-three, big-handed, loping 
Hank Luisetti did much to break 
down the seotleaal barriers of bss- 



ketball and give the great game the 
nation-wide; Kope it . deserves. He 
and his Stanford team helped spread 
the gospel of the game from Pacific 
to Atlantic, sometimes blazing new 
trails and always performing in a 
way that made the game's fans — 
and basketball has more fans and 
more players than any ether Amer- 
ican sport — remember him and 
want 'him, or players like him, to 
come back. 

Great players like Luisetti have 
the poise and grace et outstanding 
ballet dancers. The game is one that 
requires balance, co-ordination, 
speedy reactions. It tempts every 
normal young boy because it doss 
not require great physical strength, 
but mental stability and courage. 
The player must be In superb phy« 
sical shape to have the endurance 
the game demands. It also demands 
unselfish co-operation; 'it provides 
valuallle training, mental and phy- 
sical. 

Luisetti typified all these attrib- 
utes a thousandfold. His coach said 
of him, when Luisetti passed on 
Continued on' Poffc.

Frank Lukeman, one of the 
greateset track athletes Canada 
ever produced, is ill in St 
Mary's Hospital, and Is threat- 
ened with the loss of a foot 
Hie one-time star, who captain- 
ed Canada's Olympic team at 
the Stockholm Olymplcsin 
1912, was stricken some weeks 
ago with diabetes. Gangrene 
later developed in one foot, and 
though every effort was made 
to combat the disease, it Is now 
feared that amputation of the 
foot will be necessary. 

Lukeman was a famous 
sprinter, broad - jumper and 
hurler, who won a score of 
Canadian titles over thie yean, 
when the Winged Wheel was 
active in track and field, with 
the former professional sprinter 
Steve FarreU as the coach. 
Lupkeman was credited with 
B 3-5 seconds for the 100 yard 
dash, frequently broke 22 for 



the 220, and broad-Jumped over 
23 feet. He was a powerful run- 
ner, weighing 175 pounds when 
in top condition, and his duels 
with Bobby Kerr, the Hamilton 
sprint ace. were classics of Can- 
adian track in the era prior to 
World War I. Lukeman enlisted 
and did active service in the 
first World War.
